Hypertrophied Is the medical m a n ’s 
way of saying en larg ed —th a t is, the 
walls or muscles of the heart increase 
Iii size. 
Though this is the “danger 
signal,” there is no real danger hero, 
only a warning. 
T h e danger comes 
when, in consequence of additional ex­ 
ertion, the boart, dilates, Its Interior 
grows larger, displacing the delicate 
machinery, causing th e valves to leak. 
Then come “ m u rm u rs,” and though a 
m an may live for years with weakened 
valves he may die an y (lay and any 
moment.
